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GULF STORM SWEEPS WIDE SECTION 


GALVESTON ISOLATED 


SINCE MONDAY NICOT 


Fate of Seagirt City Not Known, but the Gravest 
Apprehension Is Felt—All Wires Are Down. 
All Coast Cities Suffer Terribly—-Houston 
Badly Wrecked—Loss of Life Reported from 
Many Points—Local Losses Are Heavy—All 
Open Cotton Destroyed—Com Blown Flat 
to the Ground—Windows Smashed, Flues 
and Chimneys Down, Awnings Wrecked, 
Trees Uprooted and Various Other Damages

GALVESTON SAFE. 
Communication with Galveston was 
secured Wednesday night and that 
city is safe. 
Only nine lives were 
reported lost. 
The property damage 
was heavy. 
The seawall stood the 
test of the storm. 
The bath houses 
and many buildings along the beach 
wets demolished. 
The great cause­ 
way across the bay was partly de­ 
stroyed. The city says they will need 
no outside help. 
The small seacoast 
towns suffered 
terribly and 
many 
lives were lost. 
Practically tho en­ 
tire coast is a mass of wreckage. 


Among th* severest, if not the 
worst gulf storm Texas ever knew 
struck 
Galveston 
and 
other 
coast 
points during the dsy Monday, swept 
inland, reaching Bryan by ll o'clock 
Monday night, and continued with un­ 
abated fury until 3 o'clock Tuesday 
afternoon. 
Communication of all kinds with 
Galveston has been lost since 8 o'clock 
Monday night, state which time all 
wires to that city have been out and 
all rail communication cut off. 
The 
gravest fears for the city are felt. 
Trains are oi>erating as far as Hous­ 
ton and the Post and other papers 
have been received, but there Is no 
wire service, telegraph or telephone. 
The following sketches of the sit­ 
uation on the coast are taken from to­ 
day’s Houston Post: 
“Despite every effort made by more 
than a score of autoists, no one suc­ 
ceeded in reaching Galveston Tues­ 
day and up to this hour no one has 
reached Houston from Galveston. 
“I>ate Tuesday afternoon Reporter 
Roes of the Post got to Dickinson and 
lies there ready to start for Galveston 
Wednesday morning bright and early. 
“The second of the Post’s expedi­ 
tions got to W ebster and was turned 
back by the water from further effort 
in that direction. 
“The third with Reporter McDowell 
lies at LaMarque and with the firs* 
streak of day will go through, as far 
as it is possible to go In a machine 
and will then abandon that method 
of transportation for footwork. 
“It is possible that the relief party 
which went down the channel may go 
through to Galveston by that route. 
A Post reporter Is aboard and will be 
set ashore lf there be success in 
reaching the island. 
“ It is understood that the Virginia 
will make an effort to get through the 
channel Wednesday morning, and if 
this is successful It is quite probable 
that a considerable number of Gal­ 
vestonians will also come In on her. 
Damage In Houston Great 
“There has been severe damage In­ 
flicted upon Houston by the tornado- 
but there has probably been greater 
damage Inflicted by the many rumors 
which have been printed during the 
time the city has been cut off from 
the world. 
“Houston has not been 
wrecked 
by any means. In the aggregate great 
damage has been Inflicted; but the 


city has not been wrecked, nor is it a 
ruin. 
The damage will require much 
work to repair—but it can nearly all 
be repaired. 
And what needs must 
be rebuilt can be accomplished with­ 
out great difficulty. 
Bad at Morgan's Point. 
“George Hamilton went to Morgan’s 
Point Tuesday afternoon In Cal Wil­ 
kerson^ car, returning Tuesday night. 
He reported that eight were known

“II. Baldwin Rice 
measured

Monday, finding It fourteen feet above 
mean low tide. or four feet higher 
than the seawall at Galveston. 
“Over IOO dead cattle, belonging to 
Mr. White of Bolivar, were washed 
ashore at Morgan a Point and the 
ridge is covered with sheep, pigs. rata. 
"Report reached the city from an 
authentic source that the bodies of a 
woman, a baby and a sailor had 
beached at Sylvan Beach. They were 
unidentified and apparently had float­ 
ed from some place on the bay. 


Serious Everywhere- 
Bringing stories indicative of a se­ 
rious situation ta Galveston and at 


cotton bales, carcasses of horses and 
cows, and other innumerable articles, 
including one baby buggy. 
About three-quarters of a mile west 
of the junction the track was badly 
torn up, with side tracks thrown over 
the main line and interwoven with a 
mass of debris 
Parties on the train 
walked from this point to within about 
three miles of the mainland end of 
the 
causeway,

stopped by the deep water which had 
overspread all the land between it and 
the bay and appeared to be part of 
the bay. 
Only the top of the draw­ 
bridge on the causeway and an ele­ 
vator in Galveston were visible, and 
all hope of getting Into the city was 
abandoned until 
the 
waters, which 
were lashed into furious wavese by 
the stiff gale, should subside. 
No one 
would think of attem pting to cross in 
any kind of boat. 
Two large ships were on ground on 
4he mainland near Texas City Junc­ 
tion, and as it was said no ships were 
in Texas City, it was presumed they 
had been blown across the bay from 
Galveston. 


Wireless to the Dallas Journal. 
New Orleans, La.. Aug. 17.—Galves­ 
ton is safe and the water in the 
streets is receding, according to a 
wireless message direct from Galves­ 
ton this morning. 
The message estimated the loss due 
to the flood at more than $1,000,000. 
Five people were killed. 
Two fires 
now raging are monopiliztag the at 
tention of the fire department. 
The government transport McClel­ 
lan was reported to have been dam­ 
aged. 
A party of refugees reached here 
from Galveston this morning. 
Mem­ 
bers of the party said the waters cov­ 
ered the streets when they left late 
yesterday, but that the flood even 
then had begun to recede.

craft were destroyed in Galveston 
harbor, but that none or the larger 
ships was sunk.

‘We ran our train down, hoping we 
could get through to Galveston, if the 
causeway is holding up,'' said Mr. Tay­ 
lor. 
“We were able to get within 14 
miles of that city and eight miles from 
the causeway, which is farther than 
others had gone at that time.” 
Parties who were able to reach La 
Marque reported the grain elevators 
in Galveston still standing. They could 
be seen across the waters of the bay. 


Texas City Suffers. 
Texas City bas sustained a severe 
blow as the result of the hurricane 
which swept the guf coast, an approx­ 
imate damage of $400,000 being done 
there, but only eighteen lives were lost- 
This damage and the life loss covers, 
however, the extent of the toll levied 
upon the citizens, the Texas City Com­ 
pany and the division of the U. S. 
army stationed there under the com­ 
mand of Major General J. Franklin 
Bell. 


Waters Stopped Train, 
The first train out of Houston Tues­ 
day morning in the direction of tile bay 
was a special made up of an engiue, 
one passenger coach and a caboose and 
operated Jointly by the International 
and Great Northern and the Galveston, 
Houston and Henderson railroads. 
The train left shortly after l l o'clock 
and although running slowly against 
the strong gale made its way with little 
difficulty to a point near Texas City 
Junction. As the junction was neared 
It was necessary to clear the track 
of debris of every sort, casks, timber, 


which flooded them after windows 
were blown out or chimneys blown 
over, causing damage to* the roofs 
which opened holes for the water. 
Thousands of shade trees were blown 
over and an unestimated amount of 
fences, 
small 
houses, 
etc., 
blown 
down. 
The electric lighting system of the 
city was badly wrecked, making it 
necessary to close down the plant for 
the time. 
The telephone system also 
suffered a large loss from wrecked 
wires and from their poles being 
blown over. 
Ed Sims, manager of 
the exchange, says $750 would about 
[cover the loss. 
They have been un­ 
able to secure connections outside of 
the city limits for the day. and the 
amount of damage in the different sec­ 
tions of the county is still unaccount­ 
ed. 
All labor that can be secured has 
been put to work helping to reset the 
poles and the system will again be In 
working 
order 
by 
tomorrow. 
Mr 
Sims says over 1,500 telephone poles 
were blown over between Houston 
and Hempstead yesterday along the 
Houston & Texas Central Railroad 
track, ami he is unable to state when 
the connection with Houston from 
Bryan w ill be re-established. 
The county court house suffered a 
loss of about $1,500 w hen the building 
was flooded after one of the large win­ 
dows in the district court room on the 
second floor was blown out, sash 
and all. 
The First Baptist Church also suf­ 
fered great damage from w ater wdiioh 
flooded the main auditorium of the 
church after the large round window' 
on the north side was blown out. T ie 
varnish finishings on the seats In the 
auditorium were all ruined by the 
w ater and the carpet on the floor was 
soaked. 
It is not known whether the 


pipe organ is damaged or not. 
The 112-foot derrick being used on 
the Bryan gas and oil well was blown 
over a$d destroyed, w hich was valued 
at about $300, and is a loss to the 
city, as the derrick had been rented 
from the city by the oil and gas com­ 
pany. 
Awnings were blown off the fronts 
of the following buildings on Main 
street: 
Part of the Cordon-Sew'all 
building, Sebesta or old Higgs build­ 
ing, Brogdon feed store building, De­ 
puma saloon building and four build­ 
ings belonging to Mrs. Braatz on the 
Allen Smith block. 
The

freight depot was unroofed, part of 
the brick warehouse was unroofed 
and 
considerable daftnage 
done by 
water in the interior of the building. 
One or two of the windows on the 
north side of the Parker building on 
Main street were blown out and the 
offices on the upper floor wrere flooded, 
and the Smith Drug Company, on the 
first floor, suffered about $100 loss 
from damaged stock. 
Mr. and Mrs. Frank Myers reported 
an unestimated damage to their resi­ 
dence on trso lin e avenue, caused by 
the chimneys blowing over and knock­ 
ing several holes in the roof, through 
which the water poured and practical­ 
ly ruined the entire interior. 
The Brazos Valley Mule Barn, C. A. 
Buchanan, owner, suffered about $130 
damage from the high wind. 
Several barns in the city were un­ 
roofed and blown over. 
The manual training building at the 
high school was blown from its blocks 
and the chimneys were blown off. 
Two spans of Jones bridge over the 
Brazos river were blown away, ac­ 
cording to report, and were washed 
away by the river. This is a damage 
of several thousand dollars to the 
county. 
Part of the roof of the Bryan power 
plant was blown off ami the damage 
is estimated at about $75. 
A small derrick at the Ice plant was 
blown down and a small building of 
the plant was unroofed. 
The UU smokestacks at Palermo 
Brothers’ gin and the Eden Gin Com­ 
pany's gin were blown down. 
Prof. E. J. Kyle of the college' 
phoned The Eagle yesterday that the 
damage there was about the same as 
in Bryan, consisting of wfecking and 
unroofing small buildings, toppling of 
flues, uprooting trees. etc. 
A later 
report from College this afternoon 
stated Gathright and Pfeiffer Halls 
were damaged and a thorough exami­ 
nation of the campus showed the dam­ 
age would run from $5,000 to $10,000. 
The tall elms around Carnegie Li­ 
brary were badly broken and twisted 
and the beautiful flowers of Miss 
Rogers, the librarian, were badly in­ 
jured. 
A pathetic incident at this 
place was the death of hundreds of 
birds which were literally whipped to 
death by the branches of the trees 
in which they had taken refuge. The 
sidewalk was covered with the little 
dead songsters. 
The tool house and storage shed 
at the new postoffice building was 
wrecked and about half a carload of 
cement ruined. 


Loss to Crops. 
The loss to crops is by far the most 
serious suffered in this section. 
AU 
open cotton has been destroyed with 
more or less damage to green bolls, 
and all the corn is flat on the ground, 
covered with mud and water.

was a large acreage of corn in the 
creek bottom farms that was yet 
green, and this is all ruined.

S H A L L W E IN C R E A S E O UR ARM Y? 


W hether or not the United S tates 
shall increase her arm y, build more 
over and undersea fighters and other 
w ise strengthen her “preparedness," 
is a live question and will no doubt 
tak e up much of the tim e of the next 
Congress. 
The 
following 
affirm ative 
discus­ 
sion of the subject by the New ’I ork 
Globe is an intelligent presentation 
of th a t side of the case: 
“Secretary Garrison will bring for­ 
w ard a proposal to increase the arm y 
fo r N ational defense to 410,000 men. 
% few years ago, had anyone sug­ 
gested th at this country needed such 
an arm y, be would have been thought 


crazy. 
“For the first one hundred years 
of its existence this N ation was the 
proud possessor of a regular arm y 
of 
less 
than 
twenty-five 
thousand 
men. 
Even the Civil W ar gave little 
Im petus to the demand for an in­ 
creased N ational defense, and when 
a fte r the Spanieh-iAmerican W ar it 
w as proposed to increase the regular 
arm y to 100,000 men and place the 
N ational Guard on a better m ilitary 
basis, a cry of “im perialism ” w ent up 
all over the country. 
“The American people have changed 
th e ir attitude tow ard the question 
And the change has not been the re­ 
su lt of any fear of an im m inent war 
w ith Germany or any other Nation 
I t is the outcome of a vague appre­ 
hensiveness, a desire to be prepared 
for som ething yet unforeseen. 
“But the causes of the increased 
Interest in preparations for defense 
lie much deeper. 
This is one of the 
evidences 
of 
worldwide 
disillusion­ 
m ent wrought by the w ar in Europe. 
W ithin the past year a general feel­ 
ing of insecurity has taken hold of 
th e entire hum an family. 
We have 
seen treaties torn up. guarantees of 
neutrality outraged, alliances broken, 
principles of international law sm ash­ 
ed right and left. 
W e are not quite 
willing Just now to risk our N ational 
w elfare upon the faithfulness of for­ 
eign powers keeping their promises. 
“It m ust also be rem em bered th at 
p a rt of the older American feeling of 
N ational security grew out of our 
geographical isolation. 
W hen we had 
no colonial dependencies, when the 
m eans of navigation w ere crude, com­ 
m unication difficult, and our business 
relations w ith other N ations rather 
sim ple, the seas seem ed very wide. 
T he 
echoes 
of 
European 
quarrels 
hardly reached our far-away shores. 
B ut the events of this present year 
have shown us th a t in spite of W ash- 
ington’s farew ell advice we are in­ 
volved in foreign entanglem ents by 
th e 
very 
com plexities 
of 
modern 
civilization. 
N either can we extricate 
ourselves after the m anner of the 
honorable Chinese. 
“And, finally, the developm ent of 
m odern m ethods of w arfare has re­ 
vealed to us th e disadvanvtage of 
unskilled troops in conflict w ith a 
highly organized and thoroughly pre­ 
pared and trained m odern m ilitary 
m achine. 
W hen it required only a m usket 
and 
the 
ordinary 
endow m ent 
of 
Am erican manhood to m ake a soldier 
able to hold his own against a whole 
company of w hat we are pleased to 
regard as the “intim idated subjects 
of royalty,” we felt quite safe from 
Invasion, feeling th a t in a night we 
could 
transform 
1,000,000 
freeborn 
citizens into an arm y able to hold its 
own against the world. 
Now Ameri­ 
cans, who have never been slow to 
understand the value of efficiency, 
have come to see its place in the m at­ 
te r of N ational defense. 
“This change in the m atter of pre 
paredness is simply a natural adjust­ 
m ent of the facts of m odern life. 
It 
does not mean we Intend to have w ar 
•n y m ore than taking out a life in­ 
surance policy im plies th at every one 
•rho does so intends to commit sui 
rid e.”

It was the consensus of opinion 
of the bankers present th at if the cot 
ton could be kept off the m arket and 
sold gradually, a cent a pound to the 
price of the crop could be added. The 
plan is reasonable, to say the least, 
and is well w orth the effort. 
It can

farm ers.

Frequently during the troubles that 
have beset Mexico, and particularly 
during the recent 
conflicts 
in 
the 
Brow nsville 
section, 
reference 
has 
been m ade to the “Plan of San Diego. 
In explanation of w hat is m eant by 
the “Plan of San Diego,” and for its 
historical 
value, 
The 
Eagle 
repro 
duces the docum ent in full for the 
benefit of its readers, as follows: 
Plan of San Diego, State of Texas, 
Jan u ary 6, 1915. 
W e who in turn sign our nam es, 
assem bled in the revolutionary plot 
of San Diego, T exas, solemnly prom ­ 
ise each other on our word of honor 
th a t we will fulfill and cause to be 
fulfilled and com plied with, all the 
clau ses and p ro v isio n s stipuated in 
thiB docum ent, and execute th e orders 


to liberate be captured, th ere will 
nam ed in the sam e m anner superior 
municipal authorities for the sam e 
purpose. 
5. 
It is strictly forbidden to hold 
prisoners, 
either 
special 
prisoners 
(civilians) or soldiers; and the only 
tim e that should be spent in dealing 
w ith them is th at which is absolutely 
necessary to dem and funds (loans) of 
them ; and w hether these dem ands be 
successful or not, they shall be shot 
im m ediately, w ithout any pretext. 
6. 
Every stran g er who shall be 
found arm ed and who cannot prove 
his right to carry arm s, shall be sum ­ 
m arily executed, regardless of race 
or nationality. 
7. 
Every North A m erican over 16 
years of age shall be put to death, 
and only the aged men, the women 
and children shall be respected. And 
on no account shall the traito rs to 
our race be respected or spared. 
8. The Apaches of Arizona, as well 
as the Indians (redskins) of the ter­ 
ritories, shall be given every guaran­ 
tee, and their lands which have been 
taken from them shall be returned to 
them to the end th a t they may assist 
us in the cause which we defend. 
9. All appointm ents and grades in 
our arm y which are exercised by sub­ 
ordinate officers (subalterns) shall be 
examined (recognized) by the super­ 
ior officers. 
T here shall likew ise be 
recognized the grades of leaders of 
other complots which m ay not be con­ 
nected with this, and who may wish 
to co-operate w ith us; also those who 
may affiliate w ith us later. 
10. 
The m ovem ent having gather 
ed force and once having possessed 
ourselves of the S tates above alluded 
to, we shall proclaim them an inde­ 
pendent republic, later requesting, if 
it be thought expedient, annexation 
to Mexico, w ithout concerning our­ 
selves at that tim e about the form of 
governm ent which may control the 
destinies

country.

W hen we shall have obtained 
independence for the negroes \.e shall 
grant them

lect, and we shall aid them in obtain­ 
ing six S tates of the Am erican Union, 
which S tates border upon those al­ 
ready m entioned, and they m ay from 
these six S tates Jforra a republic and 
they may therefore be independent
